No. C0.12(I)54— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 
(XXXIV of 1948), the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation hereby makes the following amendments In 
the Employees’ State Insurance (General) Regulations, 
1950, the same having been previously published as 
required by sub-section (1) of the said section, namely : — - 

In the said Regulations— 

1. In clause (c) of regulation 26, for the figures ’15’, the 
figures ‘28’ shall be substituted. 

2. In regulation 31 — 

(1) in clause (a), for the figures ‘10’, the figures ‘21’ 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (cl, for the figures ‘14’, the figures ‘21’ 
shall be substituted. 

3. After sub-regulation (4) of regulation 52, the 
following proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided that the Corporation may waive the 
deduction of the cost of remittance in such cases 
as the Director General may, from time to time, 
specify.” 

4 . In Forms 1 and 4, for the words ‘Photograph of the 
insured nprson’. the words ‘Identification marks/photo- 
graph of the insured person, shall be substituted.
